FIFTY YEARS AGO 
Suit Against Borough Officials: 
On Friday a warrant was Issued by 
Justice Hill against the Burgess and 
Town Council of the Borough of 
Gettysburg in their official capacity, 
on the oaths of Lewis Mlzell and 
M. E. 8tallsmith, charging defend­ 
ants with committing a nuisance 
in maintaining 
the Stevens Run 
sewer. A hearing was fixed for Mon­ 
day morning. On Friday evening 
Council met, In special session and 
determined to contest the complain­ 
ants* right to proceed in this man­ 
ner, and authorized the employment 
of counsel to act in connection with 
the Borough Solicitor. 
At the hearing on Monday, Bor­ 
ough Solicitor D 
P. McPherson, 
Esq.. J. L. Kendlehart and W. C. 
Sheely, Esqs., stated that they ap­ 
peared for the respondents as in­ 
dividuals. and denied the right of 
the prosecutors to compel the ap­ 
pearance of the borough officials be 
fore the Justice by a criminal war­ 
rant served on the borough officials. 
District Attorney Hersh and C. S. 
Duncan. Esq 
contended that the 
proceedings were regular. After a 
l°ugthy argum ent the 
Magistrate 
continued the hearing until Wed­ 
nesday morning when he will render 
a decision upon 
the leva I 
raised.

W ith­ 
out them the country would be help­ 
less. 
Obviously 
this 
new 
assault

aimed at the European Recovery 
Program. However, that Is far from 
being the whole story, for depend­ 
ent on that program is the military 
defease of western Europe against 
further Communist aggression. 
France Key Nation 
France is the key continental na­ 
tion In the new western European 
alliance comprising Britain, France, 
The Netherlands, Belgium and Lux­ 
embourg. With France hamstrung, 
the alliance would be weakened to 
the point of near impotence. If the 
powerful Communist party of Italy 
should at the same time make good 
its boast of being able to take over 
control of that strategic country, 
the Russians would be in a powerful 
paction, both politically and mili­ 
tarily. 
I f s a fair guess th at Moscow has 
been deliberately .stalling on the Ber­ 
lin dispute to see how the French 
strikes progress. Should things wor­ 
sen in France, we may be sure the 
Russians will capitalize the situa­ 
tion and become more exacting in 
their demands. So for the time be­ 
ing France Ls a barom eter by which 
to tell how the storm goes.
